Paris, Jan. 19 (Associated Press)—The communication con¬ 
cerning the Bolshevik menace recently issued by the War Office 
in London was put out in consequence of a departmental policy 
divergent from that of Premier Lloyd George, the Associated Press 
is informed upon first-hand authority. Et. Hon. Winston Spencer 
Churchill, the British Secretary of War, hits himself told Mr. Lloyd 
George that he did not know about the issuance of the communi¬ 
cation, but that he believed the Prime Minister underestimated the 
danger from a spread of armed Bolshevism. * 

It has been explained to the Prime Minister that the War Office 
associates of Mr. Churchill, knowing how strongly he felt on the 
subject of Bolshevism, undertook to influence public opinion in 
the direction of their chief’s convictions. 

If Mr. Churchill's views were ac-1 
cepted, the Allies would invade Rus¬ 
sia for the purpose of destroying Bol- I 
ehevism In its home, while Mr. Lloyd 
George’s view is that that would 
amount to war against Soviet Rus¬ 
sia and would orfly solidify the Rus¬ 
sian pedple. 

Mr. Lloyd George compares the 
situation respecting Russia to-day 
with that of France after 1793 to the 
end of the century. Military pres¬ 
sure /rpm without, the Prime Minis¬ 
ter affirms, united the French people 
behind the revolutionary Government 
so that they were able not only to 
make headway against foreign ene¬ 
mies, but win victories. That is pre¬ 
cisely what Europe might see, Mr. 

Lloyd George holds, if Mr. Churchill's 
point of view were allowed to influ¬ 
ence the British and French Cabinets.

Paris, Jan. 1#.—Influenza in a fom 
so virulent as to baffle the medical 
authorities Is sweeping through 
Poland, according to American Rod 
Cross reports. The disease Is mark¬ 
ed by great suddenness of attack and 
high percentage of fatalities. Hun¬ 
dreds of persons are dying dally in 
Warsaw, the reports say, while three- 
fourths of the hospital attendants 
have been stricken. 

Bed Cross doctors who had experi¬ 
ence with the influenza epfclemlce in 
tha United States and France eay 
they are amased at the almost In¬ 
stant infection upon exposure and the 
quick development of the disease. 
Deaths in many instances occur 
within twenty-four hours. Women 
and young people appear to be par¬ 
ticularly susceptible. There Is almost 
a constant succession of funerals in 
Warsaw, many of them being held at 
night, the pall-bearers carrying 
torches in accordance with the Polish 
custom.

The Successful Event Netted

Belfast. Jan. 19. — (Associated 
Press).—ITp to January 16 the Belfast 
Corporation Council consisted of fifty- 
two unionists and eight Nationalists, 
but as a result of the elections which 
ended Saturday. In which the Lybor- 
ltes. Devllnltes and Sinn Felner* skil¬ 
fully bunched votes, It ha* thirty- 
seven Unionists, five Nationalists, 
five Sinn Feiners and thirteen I«abor- 
ites. 

The politics of the last-named party 
range from extreme Socialism to Ia- 
bor Unionism and Orangeism. 

The results of the elections general” 
ly were of a freak order. Thus In the 
8hankhill district, a stronghold of 
Orangeism. a Socialist topped the poll, 
and of the remaining seven members 
one Is ar Socialist and another a Sinn 
Felner. In Victoria, which is a safe 
Unionist parliamentary seat, u Na¬ 
tionalist headed the poll and a Sinn 
Felner and Laborlte also were elected. 

The change was not restricted to 
the Unionists, as In Joseph Devlin's 
constituency. In the Falls division of 
Belfast: the Constitutionalists polled 
two seats and a Nationalist was re¬ 
turned together with two Sinn Fein¬ 
ers and a Sinn Fein-I*aborite. 

“Red Flag." 

For the first time in history the Bel¬ 
fast City Hall Was the scene of a 
speech in Irish, in which the Sinn 
Felner. Mr. Carolan. of Shankill, re-i 
turned thanks for his election. For 
the llrst time, also, the City Hall 
heard the strains ofHhe “Red Flag.” 
which was sung in chorus by exultant 
Socialists outside. 

The alteration in the voting power 
of the city was brought about largely 
by the Southern Irish invasion of the 
shipyards to replace men who Joined 
the colors early In the war. before the 
Government placed an embargo on 
recuiting from such establishments.

Hango, Finland, Jan. 18.—Via 
London, Jan. 19.—(Associated Press) 
—The train having aboard the Bol¬ 
shevik! and anarchists deported from 
the United States was held here last 
evening until positive assurance was 
received from the Soviets that they 
would permit them to cross the Rus¬ 
sian border and that the Reds would 
not be molested. Grave rumors had 
come from the border that Berkman 
and Emma Goldman and their com¬ 
rades would be killed . by the Rus¬ 
sians, and while there apparently 
was no authority to confirm this 
threat. It was deemed advisable to 
take all precautions. 

The undesirables disembarked yes¬ 
terday afternoon from the steamship 
Buford and were placed in box cars 
fitted up with plank benches, tables 
and beds. Each car contained seven 
boxes of army rations, the supplies 
including beef, sugar and hard 
bread. 

Negotiations. 

The train was required to wait 
dready hours while the Finnish 
authorities negotiated with the Rus- i 
sians for an unofficial suspension of 
hostilities—not the official armistice I 
originally planned—long enough for | 
the Reds to pass over the bridge 
which marks the boundary between 
Finland and Soviet Russia, and to 
assure their safety. • 

Emma Goldman conversed with 
the Associated Press correspondent 
here for a few minutes before she 
trudged down the long path to the 
train, carrying part of her own bag¬ 
gage. Asked if she had a final greet¬ 
ing to the United States, she said: 
“I don't know whether I have.” 

"Would you be willing to tell your 
feelings on departing?" 

“Naturally my emotions are con¬ 
flicting. I am anxious about what is 
ahead in Russia, but naturally I am 
leaving very much behind in the 
United States.” 

She suddenly amazed the cor¬ 
respondent by throwing her arms 
around his neck and giving him a 
resounding kiss before he could 
struggle .away. Then she picked up 
her belongings and moved wearily in 
the direction of the train.

London, Jan. 19.—The unexpected 
decision of the Allies to resume trade 
relations with Russia appears to be 
popular with all British business 
men. Plans for renewing the ex¬ 
change of goods have not yet been 
formed, bqt there are lively expecta¬ 
tions among the big banking and 
commercial houses engaged in busi¬ 
ness with Russia before the war of 
a coming boom. 

Transportation both W'ith Russia 
and to Russia, and finance- are the 
chief obstacles to be dealt with. 
Business men consider that barter 
on a large scale presents greatest 
difficulties and would involve much 
delay and complicated bargaining. 
The Bolshevik! Government is sup¬ 
posed to have a great sum of gold 
which formerly belonged to the Czar- 
ist regime and has announced its 
willingness to use gold for foreign 
trade. This would require co-opera- 
tlon between the Bolshevik! Govern¬ 
ment and the co-operative societies. 
Insurance. 

The British Department of Over¬ 
seas Trade has drawn up a plan for 
insuring trade with Russia which in¬ 
volves the sum of £26,000,000 for the 
insurance of cargoes going and com¬ 
ing. 

According to George H. Roberts, 
the British Food Controller, there 
are 1,000,000 tons of wheat in Russia 
ready to export which ore needed by 
European countries suffering from 
food shortage. Coffee is one of the 
foreign products which Soviet Rus¬ 
sia has been without and for which 
there is a great demand. 

French Papers. 

Paris, Jan. 19.—There has been lit¬ 
tle comment as yet by the newspa¬ 
pers here on the decision of the Su¬ 
preme Council partially to raise the 
blockade of Soviet Russia. This has 
been due partly to the election and 
partly to lack of information as to 
how the interchange of goods can be 
carried on without recognizing the 
Russian Soviet Government in some 
form. The papers emphasize the fact 
that interchange is to be through the 
Russian co-operative societies and 
express the belief that it will be by 
individual effort on the part of the! 
Allies. 

The Echo de Paris treats the sub¬ 
ject as a scheme of International 
financiers who are anxious to make 
money by trading with Russia, call¬ 
ing them "adepts of the Manchester 
merchant school, whose text Is Peace 
on Earth to Whoever Buys Our 
Goods.’ ”

STILL GOING UP. 


Judging by the figures of the cost of living 
in the December issue of The Labor Gazette there 
is still no sign of the toboggan slide of high 
prices for which certain eminent economists and 
financial leaders have been tactfully preparing 
us. The cost of the average family weekly bud¬ 
get in staple foods in December was $14.70, which 
was an increase of forty-three cents over the cor¬ 
responding figure for November. In December, 
1914, the weekly budget was $7.59, but that seems 
so long ago that it is a strain to try to recall it. 
The weekly cost of fuel, rent, light aud laundry 
is $8.79 according to The Gazette, so the budget 
of staple foods plus rent, light and fuel, etc., is 
$23.49. That is to say, according to The Labor 
Gazette, the average family in Canada cofild get 
along on $23.49 per week, provided it required no 
clothing or medicine or school books or recreation 
or car-fare or doctoring or dental work, for none 
ofthese items is included in theweeklytotal—and 
clothing is one of the most vital features in the 
domestic budget. 

Detailed examination of the table in The 
Labor Gazette, however, discloses the interesting 
and hopeful fact that meats are continuing their 
downward course on the average, and if the rest 
the staple commodities would only keep abreast 
of the meat brigade in this respeet the average 
family weekly budget would begin to show a 
radical change for the better as far as the con¬ 
sumer is concerned. Dairy products were the 
chief offenders in the December returns and they 
ctiihbcd sufficiently high in the month to spoil 
completely what otherwise might have been a 
reassuring picture.

Unless the Federal authorities are prepared to 
settle returned men on the land in British Colum¬ 
bia along organized lines the Provincial branch 
of the Great War Veterans’ Association intends 
to ask the Government of the Province to tackle 
the question on its own account. This is the 
chief recommendation contained in a report of 
the association’s land settlement committee and 
recently submitted to its Vancouver branch. The 
document also declares that officials of the Sol¬ 
dier Settlement Board have admitted an impasse 
in that all the available British Columbia farms 
under its present policy of exchange of owner¬ 
ship have been taken up. 

The committee appears to convey the impres¬ 
sion that the Dominion Soldier Settlement Board 
has endorsed a form of organized settlement in 
the fullest sense of the term. We fea^ however, 
that it labors under a delusion. It is quite true 
that Provincial enterprise at Merville and Cres- 
ton has resulted in an understanding between the 
Land Settlement Board of this Province and the 
Federal body; but the project in each case is car¬ 
ried sm under the provisions of the local Land 
Settlement and Development Act and vfionse- 
quently both settlements have had to depend en¬ 
tirely ilpon Provincial finances so far. 

It is understood, however, that 8s soon as the 
settler is in a position to qualify for a loan under 
the Dominion Statute he may dp so and obtain 
title to his land.

It scarcely needed an inspired press announce¬ 
ment to inform the public that there was a dis¬ 
agreement in the British Government over 
Russian policy. The statement from the 
War Office a few days ago regarding the 
menace of Russian Bolshevism and the necessity 
of strong measures by the Allies to combat the 
danger, and the agreement of the Supreme 
Council of the Allies of which Mr. Lloyd George 
is a dominating figure to make trade overtures 
to Russia, clearly were in pretty straight con¬ 
flict, and at once suggested that Mr. Churchill, 
the Minister of War, and the Prime Minister 
were in direct disagreement on this subject. Con¬ 
trasting the records of the two it would be in¬ 
finitely safer to accept the guidance of Mr. Lloyd 
George. Indeed, certain events during the last 
five years have made Churchill policy synony¬ 
mous with disaster, and enough hlunders were 
made on his inspiration without taking any 
chances on another one.

Dean Quatnton, of Christ Church 
Cathedral, Saturday night predicted 
a Labor Government in Canada with- | 
in ten years. He was speaking to 1 
members of the Federated Labor < 
Party gathered ii^ the Crystal The¬ 
atre under W. E. Peirce as chairman. 

“But,"' he added, “all evils will not 
then have disappeared. Is there 
nothing wrong with labor?” 

The audience applauded him when 
ho suggested these defects: lack of 
enthusiasm, lack of common purpose, 
failure to see the moral side. 

“I cannot see why the Labor Party 
should see a weakening In its eco¬ 
nomic stand In recognising the moral 
aide, nor would the church weaken 
Its moral claim by recognizing the 
economic claim,” he said. “The 
church's contribution to social bet¬ 
terment is not so much a programme 
as the preaching of principles. Let 
the pulpit preach the great social 
principles that underlie social well¬ 
being and leave the economic pro¬ 
gramme to be carried out by prac¬ 
tical ramdg. 

Churchmen Most Severe. 

"Labor has said severe things 
-about the church. But you labor 
men have never said anything more 
severe about the church than have 
representatives of the church during 
the last year or two said about the 
church Itself. 

"Therd must be a drawing to¬ 
gether of all those socially-minded 
'that there may be frank criticism 
'and effort for socialization of life 
In its broadest sense and not merely 
*the socialisation of the economic side. 
The cleavage unhappily existing in 
•the ranks' of those socially inclined 
Results in a valuable dynamic force 
leaking oat and being lost to civilisa¬ 
tion. 

Make Corruptness Difficult. 

I “The church has not in its corpo¬ 
rate sense taken on an economic 
.policy but that does not mean that 
she has not an economic mes¬ 
sage to deliver by witness, by wor¬ 
ship Ad by work. The message of 
tne church Is the transvaluation of 
all values. Inextricably connected 
with the social question is the moral 
one. Some problems cannot be 
solved apart from the moral aspect. 
The ttse or misuse of wages, of added 
hours of leisure through the shorten¬ 
ing of work day, of the unholy prac¬ 
tice of profiteering, all vital problems 
of <he economic phase *of life can¬ 
not be dissociated from the moral 
phase. ^ 

”1 hope t^see a condition In tha 
world where it will be much more 
difficult to be corrupt and where 
there will be fewer incentives to be 
corrupt and dishonest I want to 
see the church preach a real making 
over again of our relations with our 
feilowsWand with the whole things 
of life. 

•"The church must contribute a 
larger share of fellowship to social 
betterment as opposed to individual¬ 
ism. If 1...S state of individualism 
is to continue, if class Is to be per¬ 
petually set against class, there is 
nothing ahead of us but anarchy. The 
present state of discord must be dis¬ 
placed by one of fellowship and I 
believe there is within our breasts, 
despite our animosities, a deep sense 
of that fellowship.

The offers 
entered the cabin and asked thi ac¬ 
cused for the liquor, which he tmed | 
over to Constable Bishop. 

In reply to questions from blty 
Prosecutor Harrison the witnesmaid 
that he had seen women comlngbut 
of Bunney's cabin on previous cak- 
sfons under the influence of Ilquf* 
Came Out Drunk. 

The three other occupants ofthe 
cabins. Thomas Dean. Nell McL^en 
and E. E. Rogers, said they had ken 
people going In and out of Bumsc^ 
quarters, but admitted the person 
might have been friends.

J. B. Clearihue, who represented' 
the accused, argued that there was 
no evidence to show that Runney 
had kept the liquor for sale. He 
might have given the women a drink, 
but h4 had accepted no money for 
It.

"Notwithstanding the fact that there I 
is a divine command to read, and a I 
divine promise of blessing to those 
who read the Book of Revelations, still 
It has been the merst neglected Book 
in the Bible." said Rev. J. G. Inkster 
in commencing (tls series of sermons 
on Revelation in the First Tresby- 
terian Church Sunday night. The 
unusually large congregation was an 
indication that the subject has 
aroused an interest in the minds of 
many outside First Church circles. 

"The common excuse is: its sym¬ 
bols and signs are hard to under¬ 
stand.’’ Mr. Inkster proceeded. "The 
answer is: The difficulty in under¬ 
standing the Book is due to ignorance 
of the Bible—a knowledge of the Bible 
—and especially the prophecy of Dan¬ 
iel Is necessary to the understanding. 
But we must remember the blessing 
is promised to those who read, not to 
those who understand: for if the 
blessing were contingent on the full 
understanding of the Book few read¬ 
ers or even students of the Book 
would be blessed.” 

The Patmos Vision. 

The preacher’s subject was "The 
Patmos Vision,” which Is found re¬ 
corded In the first chapter. The first 
eight verses form the prologue to the 
whole Book, he said. In WUs a short 
introduction, a salutation, an ascrip¬ 
tion of praise and the proclamation 
which is "Believe He cometh." "This 
prologue deals," he said, “with the 
eternal verities of the Triune God, the 
everlasting love of Jesus Chrict, grace 
and peace from the eternal Father, 
and the priesthood and kingship of 
all believers. 

The ^>«ven Candlesticks. 

"Out of thia rises the vision which 
John saw and records in verses 9-20. 
The voice and the vision comes from 
behind and when he turns he sees ir 
the midst of seven golden candle¬ 
sticks—which prefigure righteousness 
and light in perfection—are like to the 
son of man dressed in spotless array 
and splendid in appearance. 

"This is what John saw on Patmos 
—there was revealed unto him the 
Person and the Glory of the Lord 
Jesus Christ' who cometh. This Is 
what the Book is all about—it is the 
Revelation of Jesus Christ, not of 
John the Divine., and the blessing will 
come to those—net who understand 
the signs and the symbols, or who 
have read all history or understand 
nil prophecy—but who read the Rev¬ 
elation of Jesus Christ and see Him."

A big Increase in lumber export to 
foreign markets from Island mills 
occurred in 191®, largely on account 
of the Island's share in Ailing the or¬ 
der for 70.000.000 feet for the Impe¬ 
rial Government. Export to other 
markets, of course, was badly crip¬ 
pled by the shortage of tonnage, as 
in former years. 

At present it is not easy to asti- 
mate exactly the overseas shipments 
of Island mills, but the calculations 
of J. O. Cameron, head of the Cam¬ 
eron and Genoa Bay lumber inter¬ 
ests, undoubtedly represent the totals 
pretty accurately. While some of the 
quantity has not been included in of- 
Acial reports for 1919, ofTshore ship¬ 
ments, Cameron estimates, ag¬ 

gregated in 1919 slightly more than 
25,000,000 fee*. Cargoes shipped to 
All the big United Kingdom order 
accounted for most of this total, but 
two cargoes were shipped to Sbuth 
Africa during the year. Up to the 
end of December approximately 21,- 
500,000 feet had been shipped from 
the Island on the Imperial Govern¬ 
ment order, leaving only about 2,500,- 
000 fee$ to be exported from the Isl¬ 
and.

STAKING CLAIMS 
IN STRATUM PARK 


An Exceptional Excitement! 
Draws Attention to Na¬ 
tional Reserve on Island 


Considerable interest has been 
aroused in the northern section of 
the Island by the staking of mlnqral 
claims in the national reserve at 
Strathcona Park, which is reached 
from Campbell River. 

A writer in The Vancouver Pro¬ 
vince, dealing with the subject, says: 

"Strathcona Park and Buttles Lake, 
in the centre of Vancouver Island, 
will shortly make a big bid for fame 
in the mining world, possibly a big¬ 
ger bid than the Island park reserve 
ever would as a public resort For 
a year past plans have been carried 
on to develop one of the greatest 
mineral showings yet located In Bri¬ 
tish Columbia. When the reports of 
prospectors and examining engineers 
are finally submitted, it is likely that 
this new property, will win place as 
the biggest surface outcropping of 
copper ore in the Province. 

Fifty Claims Staked. 

"Fifty claims staked on a surface 
showing almost 8,000 feet wide have 
been bonded to a group sf capitalists, 
who have been doing some worjc with 
a view to ascertaining the extent of 
the deposits. So far only open cross¬ 
cuts have been made. These show 
that the ore body extends right 
across the 3,000-foot zone. As th> 
whole of the fifty claims are stakod 
on the lead. Its length can be guess¬ 
ed. One of the Vancouver men in¬ 
terested in the original staking, 
stated to The Province that tlse 
surface showing extends for 3.600 
feet down one hill, up the side of a 
hill opposite 4,000 feet over the sum¬ 
mit, and down the side of this second 
hill. That was as far as preliminary 
work had traced it 

Good Assays. 

"Assays secured from many 
samples brought out have given very 
satisfactory returns. Values in gold 
and copper, silver and lead are ^11 
carried. Of course, It ?s a low-grade 
proposition, one which will require 
an immmense plant to handle, as 
both smelting and concentrating may 
b*» necessary. It is the expectation 
that the syndicate which has the bond 
will very shortly begin diamond drill 
work to prove up the property as to 
depth and values. From surface 
hhowings, which are more extensive 
than ordinarily possible because of 
huge rock slides breaking away the 
side of the mountain, in one place a 
sheer precipice over one hundred 
feet high has exposed the ore body 
to that depth. 

"Transportation Is somewhat diffi¬ 
cult to reach the site of this big find. 
From Campbell River by the unfin¬ 
ished government highway it is forty 
miles to Buttles Lake. On the lake a 
twenty-one mile boat trip Is neces¬ 
sary, and the properties are located 
three miles or more from the head of 
the lake. A wagon road from the end 
of the highway to the lake is a first 
requirement In getting in machinery 
and supplies. Up to the present only 
a small party of men has been kept 
,on the property. Engineers who have 
Just returned have stated that It is 
the biggest low-grade property ever 
uncovered."
